William Heflin, eldest aon of Marshal 

James Heflin, met with a ferriMe acci- 
dent at the Limeetone Flour Mills last 
evening a little before 6 o'doek. 

His escape from a horrible death was a 
narrow one, as nothing but the prompt 
action of two of his follow-employea and 
his own nerve and desperate almgglea 
saved bis life at the time. 

He baa been engaged about the place 
for several months learning the miller's 
trade. Last evening at th« hour men- 
tioned, he was on the first floor near 
where the bolter is operated, and noticed 
that a wooden apont or ** conveyer" 
throogh which the tloiir is carried from 
(he bolter to some other part of the mill 
had become "choked op.** 

He mounted a small ladder that is kept 
at the point named for use in such eaaer- 
gendea, and reaching over was in the act 
of opening the conveyer when the foot oi 
the ladder slipped. It moved only a few 
inchea, hot itwaaaoddenaBdanaxpected, 
and threw him over against an upright 
iron shaft just to the left, that operated 
the bolter by means of some cog- 
wheels about a foot in diameter. 
Before he could extricate himself from hia 
dangerous position his clothing was 
caught in two pbcaa, at the left ahonlder 
and between the Mtkooe and ankle. He 
realized his critical position, and that a 
horrible death awaited him unless he 
cooM tear blmaalf frem the atrong grip 
of the machinery. But all his strngglefl 
seemed futile. The shaft and wheels, 
running about forty rerolationa to the 
minute, drew him closer and closer, twist- 
ing off bis clothing, then tearing off the 
aUa, flMb aid aMcIao nalil the boMi 
were exposed. 

As soon as he realized his danger be 
called for help. Mr. William Sauvary, 
head miller, had passed him only a min- 
ute or ao before he started to clean the 
conveyer. Mr. Sauvary was at the west 
side of the room looking out of a duor or 
window, only about twehty-flve or thirty 
feet away l)Ut iiiiUlen entirt-ly from view 
The din about the mill drowned the cries 
f6r help. Mr. Sauvary'a pnctioed ear 



nof," but he had a " wt-epon." and he 
was not slow in making that fact pi at- 
ent to the crowd. Pulling his gun he 
opeiie<l tire on liia accuser, and made 
ltiin((8 lively for a few minutes. When 
the smoke.bad cleared away it was found 
that he was pretty good at shooting pis- 
tols as well as "ciaps."

Thomsa Whalen, better known as the 

" Mocking Bird," was riding across Sec- 
ond street extension last evening about 
6:80 o'clock, when bis horse stumbled 
and fell, pitching him forward to t)ie 
fronnd. He struck on bis head, and 
when Mr. A. A. Wadaworth, Dr. John 
W. Cartmell and others, who were near 
by, reached him he was unconscious. 
Eflbrta to revive him were unauocessful, 
and he was removed to Nash's Hotel. 
Dr. Owens was summoned and found 
thai the fallow was suffering from con- 
cussion of the brain. Whalen waa some- 
what better thia morning and was able to 
talk. 

This ia the third accident he baa met 
with in the past year or so. He fell 
through the tiU valor at M. C. Russell's 
wholesale grocery house on one occaaion 
but escaped withont any serious hurt. 
A fsw inuiitliH R^o he was sitting on the 
railroad track up about Springdale with 
several chickens in his band, when along 
came one of the fust trains. The chickens 
were killed but Whalen escaped with a 
few slight bruiaes. The ohanoes are that

feet when lie saw Mr. Heflin in the 
grip of the shaft It was the work of 
but an instant or so to reach the bell and 
stop the engine in the room below. Be- 
fore he could return to the aoene of the 
accident, Mr. Heflin had wrenched him- 
self away from the wheels and shaft and 
waa found, supporting himself againHt a 
barrel. He waa carried to another room, 
w bore bis wonnda ware afterwards dressed 
by Dr. Browning, assisted by Drs. Phil- 
lipa and Robertson, who had been hur- 
riedly summoned to the scene. Later on 
he was placed upon a stretcher and car- 
ried to his home. He rested comloriably 
last night, considering his condition, and 
was doing as well ss could be expected 
this morning. 

His left arm was almost torn off at the 
ahonlder, and the skin, flesh and mnsclee 
tbere and in the arm-pit stripped away, 
laying bare the axillary artery. This 
artery escaped only by a hair's breadth. 
Had it been caught and torn open, death 
would have followed in a few minutes 
In addition to these injuries the left leg 
WM aloBoot entirely stripped of its flesh 
on the inside, from the knee to the 
ankle. No bonek were broken. 

Several articlea of wearing apparel, torn 
from his person by his desperate strug- 
gles to extricate himself, were found 
tightly wound about the shaft. The ac- 
cident recalls one aomewhat similar that 
happened a few years ago when young 
Farley was caught in the machinery on 
I the third floor of the mill and killed.
